ameikle as among the infinite monuments and teſtimonies "of his Majeſties trus 
pietic, ſingular wiſc 

" the Eſtates ofthis Kingdome have not found any bringing mair deſerved commen- 
dation and permanent renown to his Majettie, or greater profite, quietneſſe and coinforr 
fo his ſubjects, nor his conſtant perſeverance in his maiſt religious and prudent reſoluti- 
on to extirpat the gngedly, barbarous and brutall cuſtome of deadly feads; whilk by the 
inveterate abuſe of many by-paſt ages wag become fa frequent in this Realme, as the 

ſubjects of greateſt rank and qualitie,upon every naughty occaſion &f baſe and unworth 
controverſies of neighbourhood, for turves, fold-dykes,furres vr marches of lands,oolidh 
words,or drunken difcords between their meaneſt ſervants ani dependers,and any other 
in the Countrey, did fo readily embrace the proteRion of their unjuſt and unneceſfary 
quarrels, as did many times involve themſelves and their hail friendſhip in mailt bloudy 
and mortall troubles, whilk they did profecute with fic malice and crueltie, as to the 
extreame perill of their ſaules, infamic of their memoriall, and overthraw of their awne 
and their adverſaries houſes, did diſtrat the Kingdome in oppoſite fations, .and many 
times furniſhed matter of maiſt pernitions, ſeditious and Civill warres. The inconve- 
niences whereof being manifeſtly ſeen and ſenſibly felt, baith by the Princes and people 
of this Realme in many by-paſt ages,and earneitly ſought to have been removed, yet the 
corruption was ſa univerſall, that the greateſt part prevailing againſt the beſt;that cruell 
barbaritie hath both continuance and daily increaſe, untill his Majeſty bending the ex- 
cellenit wiſedoine and rare graces of his Royall minde ( wherewith' God hes endaed 
him mair abundantly then any King that ever 4id reigne in this Iland)) againſt that god- 


lefſe, unnaturall and beaſtly cuſtome, did deviſe and cttabliſh a maiſt godly, juſt and pru- -. 


dent Law and Ordinance for the courſe to be obſerved, for removing upon equitable and 
juſt conditions the deadly feads, whilk then ſtood in great number between the maiſt 


powerfull ſubjets of this Kingdome an their kin{men, aſliſters and partakers : Inthe - 


execution whereof, God having miraculouſly afliſted his Majeſties moſt holy and juſt 
intention after exceeding great care and paines tane by his Majelty intryall of the origi- 
nall cauſes of the faids diſcords, the true circumſtances of the injuries and lofles ſuſtai- 
ned by either party, and in preſcryving due fatisfation to be indifferently made for 
redreſſe of all by-pait harmes and wrangs:; His Majelties admirable conftancie hes ſa 
overcome all dithculties, that the haill knawne feads within the Kingdome being now 
removed by perfite reconciliation, and juſt contentment of all parties having intereſt 
therein, his Majelties haill ſubjedts findes fic joy and happines in the ſweet fruits of his 
wiſdome and providence expreſſed in that caſe ; that they earneſtly wiſh that his Ma- 
jeſty wha hes {a carefully exterminate that abhominable peſt of deadly feads, may in his 
ſingular wiſdome finde meanes for ever to prevent the reviving of that monſter. Where« 
m his Majelty _—— that nothing gave ſa great grouth and ſtrength to that by- paſt 
barbaritie,as the {louth of Magiſtrats in not ſuppreſſing the firſt feeds of theſe diſlentions, 
whilk being ſinal and weak inthe begimning;tor Peets, Turves, Devits, Fold-dyks, Poyn- 
dings,neighborly marches, injurious words or light brawls were then calily to be ſetled, 
if diligence and autheritie had been joyned for repreſſing thereof, whilk being negleRed 
by theſe to whom it apperrained , theſe light jarres and inſolencics did very oft kindle 
fic flames of diſorder, diflention, rankor and feed, as in many yeares with great ſtreames 
of bloud, deſolation and ruine of great and auncient houſes and races could hardly be 
quenched.

Councell ſhall give power and Commilſsion to over-ſee,try and prevent atl ſic occalions 
as may breed trouble and violence amongſt his Majeſties ſubjeRs,or forceable contempt 
of kis Majcities authoritic and breach of hispeace. And to command all perſans iv whom 
ſhall ſce manifeſt intentionto make trouble and diſorder , cither by giheringes 

of idle and eny peroony or by publick bearing or wearing of Piltolets, dt 
other forbidden weapons, and bc other riotous and ſwaggering behaviour ; to binde 
themſelves and:knde caution under competent paines to.oblerve his Majeſtis peace, 
and for compearance before his Majeſties Jultice or Lords of his Privie Councell, to 
under-ly ſic order as ſhall be found convenient for puniſhing their tranſgrefsions or 
ſaying of troubles. and enormities. And ifneed ſhall be ; to require the duetifull and 
obedient ſubjeRs of the Shire to concurre with them in preventing all ſic contempts 
and violences, or for taking and wairding of the wilfall and diſobedient authors; com- 
mitters and foſterers of theſe crimes and diſorders, ,uader fic competent arbitrare paines 
as his Majeſty and Lords of his Privie Councell ſhall appoint for the offenders. And fic . 
of the Countrey as being required, ſhall not give their ready and afald concurrence ts 
his Majeſties Commulsioners inthe premiſles, whereby the Ordinar Magiſtrats and OF 
ficiars within the Shires, may be the better aſliſted, and their abſence, wes , or 
other jnpediments mair commodiouſly ſupplyed, withour derogation of their juriſdi- 
Rion, or want of ready comfort and jultice to the obedient ſubjeRs within the bounds 
thereof. Ordeining allo the ſaids Commiſſioners to give true advertiſement and infoc- 
mationto the Lords of his Majeſties Privie Councell, Juſtice generall and his Deputes, 
his Majeſties Theſaurer, and other Magiſtrats and Officers whom it cffeirs, of the names 
of (ic faithfull and unſalpet witneſles and aflyſers, to be ſymmaned in all crymes and 
diſorders whilk ſhall happen tofall forth within the faids Shires, as ſhall be knawne to 
be mailt meet and able for tryall and probation of the ſame, and for eſchewing that fic 
25 arc either aged, {icklic or unable to travell, or ignorant of the fafts to be tryed, be not 
unjultly vexed, or unneceſſarily drawne from their awne houtes and affairs, for matters 
Wheran they are not able to give any light.

CHAP. VIII. | 
Oo U R. Soveraigne Lord, and Eſtates of this preſent Patliament , = by daylic 
experiences,that the greatnes of his Majetties Empyre, magnificence of his Court, 
fame of his Wiſedoine and Juſtice, and of the civilitic of his SubzeRs,hes already begyn 
to alkwe divers forrain Princes,and other ſtrangers of all eſtates, to mzke mair frequent 
repair to this Countrey, nor ever they did in any-preceeding age. Whilk reſort of ſtran- 
gers Will by all appearance baith continue, and dayly mair anJ mair increaſe ; and by 
them na doubr, report will go through all the world of the eſtate and government cf 
p_ according to the order whilk they ſhall ſce obſerved within the ſame ; 
zhereofthe Rules and good example flowing from the Eſtates of Parliament and Ma- 
 giltrats, to che haill remanent ſubjects of the Realme. It is maiſt neceflar that ſic gravi- 
tie and:Qaimelines be uſed by the Lurds and Commiſioners of Parliament , and others 
Magiltrats in their apparell and behaviour , as may belt deſerye the good report and true 
cothatendationof all Princes, Noblemen and others rangers wha ſhall have occaſion 
toxclate the fame. The reſpeR whereof having induced his Majelty to preſcryve to 
the Nolulgic appargll for the Parliament becoming their honourable Eſtate, And 
undetitanding that. the remanent members of that bigh Cour have not reformed theni- 
{elves tasbe like conveniences agither yet that the courſe jutended by his Maj for 
dt I charging 
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diſcharging Noble-men and Gentle-mento be eleRed Proveſts and Magiltrats of Bur. 
rowes ( whereof nane ſhould be capable but Burgeſſes , 3Ruall traffickers and inhabi- 
tants of the ſail: Burrowes ) hes tane lic efte& as is mailt neceſlar for preſervation of 
the libertics and good eſtate of the aids Burrowes, and hindring the diſſipation of their 
common good,and perverting of their priviledges. For remeed whereof, his Majeſty 
with advice of the Eltates of his Highnes Parliament, ſtatutes and ordeins, that na'man

Burgh of this Realme,nor to be eleRed to any of the ſaids Qttices within a Burgh, but 
merchants and aQuall traffickers inhabiting within the ſfaids Burghs allanerly, and na 

others. And that the ſaids Magiltrates of Burrowes to be hereafter elected, and - their yqaoifrars 

Commiſſioners of Parliament, ſhall have and weare at Parliament, Conventions and within 
other ſolemne times and meetings when the diznitie ſhall require it, (ic comely and de- Burrowes. 
cent apparell as his Majeſty ſhall preſcryve convenient for their rank and eſtate, wheres Their p- 
by they may be diſcerned from other common Burgeſles, and be mair reverenced by the * * * 
people ſubjeRto their charge: And becauſe a comely, decent and orderly habite and 

dpparell in the Judges of the Land, is not onely an ornament to themſelves ( being a 

badge and'mark for diſtinguiſhing chem from the vulgar fort ); but the ſame alſo breeds 

in common people that reverence and regard that is due and proper for men in theſe 

places. And this being a caſtome univerſally ovſerved almoſt through all Enrope, the

F" VR Soveraigne Lord fore-ſceing that there is nathing ſa neceſſar for the perpetuall 
well and quietneſſe of all his ſubjeRts of this etie as the rtherence nd ac 
compliſhment of the union of his twa famous and maiſt auncient Kingdomes of Scoz- 
Land and England, whereof his Majeſty out of his fatherly care of the peace and happi- 
' Nesof his good and faithfull people, having maiſt inſtantly and earneſtly ſolicited the 
perfeRion, and by the alliſtance of the worthielt members of baith Kingdomes, fa effe- 
Rually advanced the ſamegas he hopes ( God; willing ) in his Raigne to ſce the wiſhed 
end of that great work, whilk in his Royall Perſon hes received fa miraculous and hap- 
Py a beginning. And nevertheleſlſe finding therein fic malicions letts, as the devil and his 
_ ſuppoits do uſually ſuggeſt, to the hinJerance of all juſt and godly enterpriſes, ſpecially 
by the falſe and calumanious brutes; ſpeeches and writs ; craftily uttered and diſperſed 
by ſome lawlefle and fauleſſe people of this Realme, aſwell in private conferences ag in 
eir meetings at tavernes,ale-houſes and playes , and by my prrents , lybels, rymes, 
cockalans, comedies and ſicklike occaſions, whereby they \lander , maligne and revile 
the People, Eſtate and Countrey of England', and divers his Majeſties honourable 
Counſellers, Magiſtrats,and worthie Su>je&t of that his Majeſties Kingdome. The con- 
tinuance whereof being able to incenſe the people of England to juſt griefand miſcon- 
tentment,may not onely hinder the intended union of all the good ſu>jes of this Mo 
narchie,but ſtir ap in them fic irreconciliable evill will, as with time might bring forth 
maiſt dangerous and harmfall cffe&s. For remeed and preventing whereof, his viaje- 
ſie remembring how ſtrait and ſevere puniſhment hes by the Lawes and Acts of his 
mailt Royall Progenitours Kings of this Realme heretofore been ordeined to be ini!i- 
Red upon ſic as ſhould deviſe or utter falſe and flanderous ſpeeches and writs; to make 
diflention between the Prince and his ſu>jeR;, or raiſe ſedition in the Realine; and c 2n- 
ſidering that all fic ſes and writs as may breed diſſixing between the inhabitants of 
the ſaids Kingdomes of Scorland and England , being now all become his Majcſties 
Liege-people; equally ſubject; arid equally beloved of his Highnes, tends to maiſt dan- 
gerous difſention and {edition amangs his ſubjets. Therefore his Majeity with advyce 
and conſent of the hail Eſtates of this Parliament, ſtatutes and ordeins, that whaſoever 
ſhall hereafter by word or writ, deviſe,utter or publiſh any falſe, flanderous at reproach- 
full ſpeeches or writs of the Eftate, People or trey of England, or of any Coun- 
ſeller thereof;tending to the remembrance of the ancient erudgesbor in time of bypaſt 
troubles, ( the occaſion whereof is now happily aboliſhed by the bleſſed conjunRion 
of the ſaids Kingdomes under his Majeſties ſoveraignitie and obedience ) or to the hin- 
derance of the wiſhed accompliſhment of the perf<& union of the faids Kingdomes, or 
to the ſlander or reproach of the Eltate, People or Countrey of England, or diſtonour 
or prejudice of any Counſcller of the ſaid Kingdome , whereby hatred may be foſtered 
entertaine4,or miſliking raiſed between hisMajelties faithful ſubjects of this lile.The 
authors of ſic ſedifious, ſlanderous and injurious ſpeeches or writs,or diſperſers thereof, 
after tryall taken of their offence, either before his Majelties Juſtice, or the Lords of his 
io hnes Privie Counce!l, ſhall be ſeverely puniſhed in their perſons and goods, by im- 
ent, baniſhment, fyning,ot mair rigorous corporall pain, as the qualitie of the 
offence ſhall be found to merite at his Majelties pleature.

Orſameikle as the Kings Majelty is reſolved to purge the middle Shires of this Iſle; 
heretofore called the Borders of Scotlandand England, of their barbarous crueltie, 
wickednes and incivilitie, whilk by inveteratecuſtome was almaiſt become naturall to 
many of the inhabitants thereof, and to reduce them to the knawhedge, love and fear of 
God, reverence of his Majcſties authority, ovedience of his Lawes , and duetie to their" 
neighvours ; for accompliſhing of that mailt Royall defigne, -made choyce of ane to be 
Com:nilſioner in theſe bounds, whom by many aflured proofes in former implo ments 
of greatelt conſequence, his Majeſty knew to be indued with all qualities neceflary for 
{a weighty a charge, wha following precifely the tules of his Majeſties maiſt prudent 
direQions, and uſing all poſlivle diligence and dexteritie in proſecution thereof , made 
fa happy progreſle in that good courle, as jultly puniſhing the maiſt perverſed and rebel- 
lious ring-leaders ( whoſe: amendmeat was deſperate ) and tranſporting others of 
them forth of this Ile, the re(t wete brought to very ſettled quietnes and obedience of 
his Majeſties Lawes, a very few number of out-lawes onely excepted , wha being fa 
earneſtly ſearched aad purſued in theſe bounds, as all hape of eſcaping and langer impu-

Belides that, others of the faids out-lawes have 
been allured,and had reſet and over-ſight ia the in-countreyes by ſome men of rank and 
power,to be inſtruments and executors of lic revenge and miſchief againſt theſe to whom 
they beare malice, grudge or quarre!l; whilkfor fear of his Maj elties Lawes and autho- 
rity they durſt not attempt by themſelves. For remeed whereof, his Majeſty with ad- 
vice and conſent of the k[tates of Parliament , ſtatutes and ordeins , that na man ſhall 
hereafter either receive or retein any man borne or lang habituate in the late Borders in 
his ſervice or company, or upon his lands, unlefle he have certain knawledge, or a true 
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.and authentick telti1noniall of his Majeſties great Commillioner of the late Borders, or - 


his Depute, ofthe ſaid Border-manstrue name and ſurname , place of kis nativitie ,and 
report of his trueth and lawtie, and that he is no knawne maletaRor,but repute a dueti- 
full and obedient fubjeR, under the painto incur the danger, and to be made anſwer- 
able civilly and criminally to his Majeltie and all his lawfall fubjets, for all ations 
and crimes whilk might be any wayes laid to the charge of the faids broken-men , for 
any cauſe or occaſion either preceeding,or during the time of their receiving or retaining 
in their ſervice, company,or upon their lands, as if the refetter hal commutted the faids 
faults himſelf.

That all Cornes ſhall be teinded at three ſeverall times in the yeer, if the owners there- 
of thinks expedient : to wit, the croft in field corn at one time , the' Beer at another 
time, and the out-field cornat the third tiine , as the faids Ats-proports:' Neverthe- 
leſlie , our Soveraigne Lord, for the greater well and eaſe of his Mazeſties Lieges, fin- 
diag it requiſite, that the former AQ be altered. the*points tollowing , - for-ſetling of 
a clear and certain order, to be hereafter obſerved, in all teinding of Cornes ;'Hath with 
adviſe and conſent of the Eſtates of Parliament, itatute, and ordeined , That it ſhall be 
lawfull toall heritors and labourers of the ground ,* eight dayes being expired atter the 
compleat ſhearing of every one of the three ſorts of Cornes above written,  torequirs

Our Soveraigne Lord , with. adviſe and conſent of the aids Eſtates; declares; 
Thatit ſhall be lawfull to the fails Herurs and labourers of the -groun4y to ſeparate 
the ſtock from the teind , and to lead and carry their Rock away ,- and'&ither to (tack 
the ſame within their Barn yards, or to place the ſame-in- their-barns;leaving the

Oraſmuch as there hath been divers worthy Laws and Statutes made by his Maje- 
ſty, and his Highneſſe Predeceffours , for rettraining of idle and maſterfull Beggers: 
and that notwithſtanding thereof,the number of the faids Beggers hath daily increaſed, 
more and more: and his Majeſty, and Eſtates, conſidering , that the cauſe of the mul- 
tiplying of the faids Beggers , hath, 'and doth, procecd from this ground, That no 
order hath been taken in by-gone time, with the Children and Orphans, botn 
of poor and indigent Parents, who being tollerated , or neglected, at their firſt en- 
try to begging,doth contradt fach a cnſtome ind habite, that hardly they can be drawn 
thereafter to any other calling: whereas if the ſaids Children were in their tender years 
put to work, and imployed, and trained up in-any commendadle ladour , __ re- 
after not onely relieve the conntrey of their charges , but alſo prove profitable to the 
common-wealth : which might be cafily performed, it the faids poor children were 
taken off the hands of their Parents, by ſome of his Majelties well-afteed ſubjeRs in 
particular , or by any of the incorporations and Burghs within this his Majeſties King- 
dome in common , and imployed in ſome calling.or vocation , that might tend to the 
of the Realme : Therefore, his Majeſty, with advice and conſent of the Eſtates, 

_ doth in moſt eameſt manner , recommend to all his Highneſle loving Subjeats , requ 
ſting them , as they tender the good and honour of the Realme;, to receive within their 
houſes and family , and to take 5 their care, intertaintaent, and education, ſome of 
the ſaids poor and indigent children, one or moe, every perſon according to his power 
and faculty : Like as his Majeſty with advice foreſaid for the further ſecurity of his 
—_— Su0jeRts, findesand declares , that it ſhall bee Jawfull to his ;Highneile Sab- 
jects, to rake the {aids poor children in their power , hofes, and family;to be educate, 
and brought np by them , either in their houſes , or to bee put by themto ſuch Crafts,

any further probation , by and aitour the bodily puniſhment to be laid npon them at

within the bounds forefaids, except one Duncat onely. | 


| ACT XX. 
Anent the puniſhment of Drunkards. 


Tis ſtatute and ordained, by our Soveraigne Lord , with advice and conſent of the 

Eſtates of Parliament, for the reltraintof the vile and deteſtable Vice of Drunken- * 
nefle daily increafing,, to the high diſhonour of GoD, and great harme of the whole 
Realme, That all perſons, lawfully convitof Nruakennefle,or of haunting of Taverns 
and Ale-houſes, after ten hours at night , oranytimeof the day, except in time of tra- 
yall, or for ordinary refreſhments, thall for the firſt fault pay three pounds, or incaſe * 
of inability, or refutall, to be put in Jozges or Jayle for the =_ of (ix houres : for the 
ſecond fzalt to pay five ponndy, or iucale of inability or refuſal), to be kept in Stocks or 
Jayle, for the ſpace of twelve houres: and forthe, third fault to pay. ten pounds, or 
vicaſe foreſaid, to be kept in Stocks or Jayle, for the tpace of twenty foure houres : and 
thereafter, if they tran{greſk;, ro be committed to Jayle , nllthey tind caution for theic 
good behaviour in time comming. 'And for better execcion of rheſe preſents, ſpecial 
power, authority, and commython is given, granted,and committed to all Sherifs,Stew- 
ards , Provelts, and Bailies, Juſtices of Peace, and Kirk Seſfions, within every Pa- 
rith, to call, conveen and try rhe toreſaids perſons, unlawes to uplift, and ad pios & 
neceſſarios uſus , inevery Pariſh to apply , and all and ſundry other things to do and 
exerce, Which neceſlarily is required for execution of theſe preſents. 


ACT XXI. 
eAnent diſcharging of Canlpes. 

UR Soveraigne Lord, and Eſtates, anderſtanding and conſidering the great hurt 

nd skaith , which his Majelties Lieges have ſaſtained theſe many years bygone, 
>— by the Chiefs and Clans within the Highlands and Ifles of this Kingdome, by 
the unlawfull taking from them their Children and Executors, after their deceaſe under 
thename of Cawlpes, of their beſt aught , whether it be Oxe, Mear , Horſe, or Cow, 
alledging their Predeceſſorsto have beenin poſleſlion thereof , for maintaining and de- 
fending of them againit their enemies and evill-willers of old : And not only one of 
the faids Chiefes of Clans, will be content to uplift his Cax/pe, but alſo three or four 
moe every one of them will alleadge better right then other : And every one of them -
